Sir Harold Budreau has produced the following clipping from the ''New York Times," issue of 
June 16, 1925: 
COOLIDGE SAYS FLAG REPRESENTS OUR HOPE - Stars and Stripes Alone, 
He Declares, Stand for the Sovereignty of the People. 


CHICAGO, June 15 -- A Flag Day message from President Coolidge, received today by Dr. B. J. 
Cigrand, President of the National Flag Day Association, declared the Stars and Stripes "alone of 
all flags expresses the sovereignty of the people.'"' The message reads: 

When the people of the Colonies were defending their liberty against the might of kings they chose 
their hanner from the design set in the firmament through all eternity. The flags of great empires of 
that day are all gone, but the Stars and Stripes remain. 

It pictures the vision of a people whose eyes were turned to the rising dawn. It represents the 
hope of a father for his posterity. It was never flaunted for the glory of a royalty but, to be born 
under it is to be a child of a king and to establish a home under it is to be a founder of a royal house. 

Alone of all flags it expresses the sovereignty of the people, which endures when all else passes 
away. Speaking with their voice it has the sanctity of revelation. He who lives under it and is loyal 
to it, is loyal to truth and justice everywhere. He who lives under it and is disloyal to it, is a traitor 
to the human race everywhere. What could be saved if the flag of the American nation were to perish.
